FORMER N. N. N. A. PRESIDENT 
GR0VENQR C. NUDD DIES AT 77 

Grovenor C. "Bud" Nudd who was N.N.N.A. 
president in 1966 and chairman of the medal 
committee which handled the issue of a medal 
in 1967 commemorating the 5th annual meeting 
of New Hampshire Numismatic Association died 
Nov. 25 in St. Peterwburg, Florida.
